Fulton’* First Steamboat Voyage. 


The following extract, written tty one of the 
passengers on loanl of tho steamer, mo find 
in an ohl publication of is is : 
“ I retitled in the city of New York when 
Fulton was Imllilin;; Ilia boat, ami frequently 
saw her on tile stocks. 
Slit* was a queer-look­ 
ing cruit, and excited much attention, and not 
a little ridicule. 
When she was hunched, and 
the steam engine placed in lier, that also was 
looked iqH>u with ridicule. 
To the mass of 
tile people, the whole tiling was a hidden mys­ 
tery, and curiosity Aas greatly excited. 
When it was annotinecd In the New York 
palters that the l*out would start from the foot 
of Cortland street, ut Im'f-past six o’clock on 
Friday morning, the fourlh day of i?epteml)er, 
1*07, and take |id'.->ertgers to Alliuity, tie re 
w as a broad smile on every face, os the inquiry 
was made if any one would ta* fool enough to 
go. 
A friend of the writer, hearing that lie 
intended to venture, said to him in the street, 
“John, wilt thee risk thy life in such a con­ 
cern? 
I tell thee site is the most fearful wild­ 
fowl living, and thy father ought to restrain 
thee." 
When Friday morning came, tile wharves. 
piers, bouse tops, and every i»oint from which 
a sight could lie obtained, were crowded with 
spectator*. 
There were twelve Itertbs, and 
every one was taken through to Albany, the 
fare living seven dollars. 
All tile machinery 
was exposed to view; the forward part of the 
boat w as covered by a deck, which afforded 
shelter for the bauds; and the after part was 
fitted ap, iii a rough manner, for passengers. 
The entrance to the catlin w as from tile utero, 
in front of the steersman, who worked a tiller, 
as iii an ordinary sloop. 
Wack smoke issued 
from the chimney, aud steam escaped from 
the crevice* and Ill-fitted valves of the engine. 
The clear, sharp voice of Fulton, who was ou 
board, was beard above the noise of the 
engine and the hum of the multitude. 
His ap­ 
pearance wa* confident, Ids step decides!; and 
he was unmoved by the doubts and sarcasm 
of those by w hom be was surrounded. 
The 
whole scene possessed an individuality aud 
an interest which conies but once, and is re­ 
membered forever. 
When everything 
was ready, the engine 
was put in motion, aud the bout moved slow­ 
ly bul steadily from the wharf; mid when she 
turned up the river, aud was fairly under way, 
there arose such a huzza us ten thousand 
tongues never gave liefore. 
The passengers 
returned the cheer, hut Fulton sjioke not.— 
lie stood ujion tile deck, surveying the crowd, 
his eye flushing with unusual brilliancy. 
Ho 
felt that the magic wand of success wus mov­ 
ing over him, uud lie wus silent. 
When going 
up Haverstraw Bay, a man iii a skiff- luy wait­ 
ing for us. 
His apparance wa* that of a 
miller, and the paddle wheel* very naturally 
attracted his attention. 
He asked |>eriiii*sion 
to come ou board, and Fulton ordered a line 
thrown to him. 
He said ho did not know 
about a mill going up stream, 
and came to 
enquire about it. 
( Hie of the pasaeugen show­ 
ed him all the machinery, and explained to 
him the operations of the mill. 
After finish­ 
ing Hie examination, he said: 
“That will do; now show me the mill­ 
stones." 


“That ic u secret,"said the passenger, “which 
the master bas not told us; but when we re­ 
turn from Albany with u load of corn, lf you 
come on board, you w ill see the meal fly." 
When we passed West Point, the whole gar­ 
rison was out, arid cheered us as we moved 
along. 
At Newburgh we were greeted by a 
ra-H in altitude, as if all (bauge county had 
collected in that side-hill city. 
Every sail­ 
boat and other water-craft was out. Tile Fish­ 
kill ferry-boat, which was tilled with ladies, 
was unobserved by Fulton until be liore up 
nearly alongside, when the waving of handker­ 
chiefs and the smiles of bright and happy faces 
•truck Ulm with surprise, and raising Ii is voice 
exclaimed: 
“ That it the finest sijht ire 
hare teen F 


* Iu u letter which was written by Robert 
lultoti on the 22d day of August, 
1807, he 
••J-*: 
“My steamboat voyage to Alhany and 
back turned out rather more favorably than I 
dpected. 
I had a light breeze against me 
the whole way, going and coming, so that no 
“•e was made of the sails, and the voyage was 
performed wholly by the power of the steam- 
®°Sine. 
I overtook many sloops and schoon­ 
er* beating to the windward, and passed them 
« i f they had been at anchor. 
The disUnce 
Albany is one hundred and fifty miles, aud 
ran up in thirty-two hours."

The New York Times of ,Sunday contained 
a column article beaded, ’ A Ride on un F.n- 
gino." 
lie started according to Ids story, 
from the Grand Central depot on tho 8 o’clock 
express, due here at 10:30 P. M. 
The engine 
ho says was the locomotive Constitution.— 
Since Hie Grand Central Depot was built there 
has been no such engine on the road. 
After 
telling how the “driver” coaxed steam in the 
cylinders, how Hie drum of his ear was aflect- 
ed by the noise, the oscillating motion, A c., 
the writer I lins lucidly adds: 
On we race I, as if tearing for life and death 
up to the verj last moment where it became 
necessary to darken speed in order to pull up 
ut Poughkeepsie station. 
Once there, where 
was our furious haste’ 
The engine was as 
placid as a young child iii its xieep, when the 
driver tried his steam. 
Tho fireman was 
quietly wandering around it replenishing the 
oil-cups aud seeing that all was right: the en­ 
gineer lolled ugaiust Hie window sill and chat­ 
ted with me. 
Again we started on our w ild journey, and 
gradually worked up to our old high rate of 
speed; the engine pulling and snorting as if 
conscious of its jiower, and shrieking defiance 
at nil opposing obstacles. I had been silently, 
but intently and fixe lly, gazing at it for some 
time, when the driver called out to m e:— 
“ Here’s where she went down.” 
I enquired: 
“ Where who went down?" 
“ Why this en­ 
gine, the Constitution,’’ he replied. 
“That 
was the celebrated New Hamburg draw bridge 
which we crossed Just now: the bridge where 
that accident happened w lien Doc. Simmons 
and several passengers were killed." 
“ A h !" 
I exclaimed at the remembrance of that awful 
sacrifice of life; and immediately there was 
something terrible to me In that almost mad­ 
dened rush of the engine. 
It w as useless to 
remind myself of the controlling power of the 
driver. 
The sense of Hic marvelous and fear­
